Spring of 1951. I am first and foremost an avid 
African Violet collector. I have been growing violets 
for the past 12 years and have over 400 varieties. From 
that standpoint, I know what constitutes a good variety. 
I list only the best of the new varieties, having discarded many I have found to be 
inferior. It is not always the variety that gets a big buildup that turns out to be 
a good plant. 


All plants are a symmetrical, single crown, beginning to bud and needing only good 

care to make a specimen plant for show purposes. I have found that a single crown 

plant is most satisfactory - you lose no time in dividing and re-rootinge From ex- 
perience, I know how unsatisfactory is a multiple crown plant in the average home. 

When plants are not of top size, an additional tiny plant of a new variety will be 

included with order, or leaf cuttings. The smaller the plent, the better it accli - 
mates itself to your home. 


Orders over $5200 will be sent postpaid, special delivery--- under add .35 for postage. 


Being close to several large growers, the newest varieties are available at all times, 
very often before they are known to the African Violet public. Most of the new varie- 
ties have been chosen from thousands of new seedlings, thus assuring you that they are 
the best to be hades Only the choicest are named. Older varieties are not on this 
list--- if you are looking for a particular plant, just drop me a card and if not on 
hand, will try to locate it for you. 


Plants taken from 2 inch pots for safe delivery. Orders are sent early in week so they 
will reach you before weekend. Orders will be held over in case of bad weathere Safe 
delivery to all parts of the country.
